School Report 


Zo the Citizens of the Town of Newington :— 

The School Board has a very pleasant task in rendering 
their annual report for the year ending July 15, 19rt. 

We believe the schools have been exceedingly fortunate 
in having superintendent and teachers for the entire year who 
have been intelligently efficient, interested in their work and 
faithful in its performance. 

Miss Fannie G. de Rochemont has had charge of the 
grammar grades and Miss Abbie N. Frink has had charge of 
the primary grades, and each teacher has taught drawing and 
penmanship. . 

Miss Lucy M. Hoyt has been employed as music instruc- 
tor, and she has certainly done excellent work. 

Mr. Eugene Tuttle, our supervisory district superintend- 
ent, has done excellent work, and we cannot but feel that the 
year in general has been a successful one. Nothing remark- 
able, but a steady daily striving on the part of teachers and 
scholars to do better work. 

The Board leaves to the superintendent the statement of 
the condition and work of the schools. 

We urge our citizens to become more familiar with our 
schools, visit them often, encourage teachers and scholars with 
their presence, and they will both do better work. 

Boys and girls need considerable water, and we believe a 
constant supply of pure and wholesome water for drinking 
and toilet purposes would fill a much-needed want, and rec- 
ommend our citizens to consider the advisability of installing 
a water system in our school building. 

We recommend to the selectmen that they raise $200 for 
High School tuition, and $100 for school books and supplies 
for the coming year.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


Zo the School Board of Newington :— 


The brief interval between two successive annual reports 
does not usually disclose any radical or revolutionary changes. 
If such were in evidence, a report of this kind would be un- 
necessary. Gradual and steady development of routine school 
work along carefully planned and conservative lines makes for 
greatest efficiency. Our aim has been of this nature the past 
year. The common school branches, unquestionably of ut- 
most importance in the demands of present day society, have 
received undivided attention in efforts to hold classroom work 
up to creditable standards as found in places recognized as 
well off in educational matters. I hope the day is not far 
distant when Newington can consider special work in draw- 
ing, manual training and domestic science. 

Progress in classroom affairs has been under the guid- 
ance of interested and efficient teachers. The teachers for 
1910-11 decided not to return for last fall term and graduates 
of Keene Normal and Portsmouth Training Schools were se- 
cured to take their places in the Primary and Grammar rooms 
respectively. The Aldine system of reading, introduced last 
year in the Primary room, is being continued this year. A 
few changes in text books were made last summer. New 
Tarr and McMurry Geographies for grades V to VIII and 
Montgomery Histories for grades VII and VIII replaced bad- 
ly worn and old editions of books in those studies. Fifth 
grade history is enlarged by having a text book, **Ruth of 
Boston”. One or two more will be planned for this grade, 
and a book of Pilgrim Stories for grade IV. The reading 
list has been increased by adding Child Life Readers for 
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grades I and II, North America for grade VI and Literary 
Readings for VII and VIII. Instead of reading over and 
over again the same selections, which process tends to pro- 
mote a lack of interest in good works anda mere calling of 
words with little thought for the idea, general results should 
be improved by supplying fresh and interesting material. A 
globe and set of eight maps in a case have been ordered and 
should be in place by March 1. A few books for teachers’ 
desk use have been provided to furnish supplementary mater- 
ial in language, arithmetic and nature study. Table II shows 
the movement and retardation of pupils in the grades. Ow- 
ing to more careful and specific promotion plans, the per cent. 
of promotions may be slightly less for this year. 

The year has been one of progress in perfecting plans 
and system in the conduct of school affairs. At the begin- 
ning of the year a revised outline of work for each grade and 
class, to be used in connection with the State Program, was 
put into use. Quarterly reports to parents, with a summary 
of the same to be kept on hand for a perpetual reference, was 
started, but in such a form that it may be easily changed to 
reports for any other length of time. Besides these, special 
notices have been prepared to be sent to parents in case their 
attention had best be directed to any phase of the children’s 
school work. These notices are for scholarship, attendance 
and for medical inspection. This last is rather superficial at 
present. Teachers observe pupils, reporting to me any ab- 
normal or suspicious cases of physical defects. I have made 
a more careful, individual examination and sent printed no- 
tices to parents recommending treatment or advising consul- 
tation with physician. Monthly reports and returns from the 
same to the schools have been continued. All this has been 
planned to secure a maximum of information witha minimum 
of ‘*book-keeping” on part of the teachers. 

A Parents’ Day, with exhibition of regular school work, 
was held near the close of the winter term. Seven parents 
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attended. A similar affair, but on larger scale, will be held 
probably next spring term, and we hope to see more parents 
present then, or, in fact, at any time during the school year. 

Owing to persistent and commendable efforts of the 
teachers and an interest on part of pupils to see their school 
make a good showing in comparison each month with the 
schools in the other towns in the district as seen by the re- 
turns from the monthly reports sent to each school, last year 
showed a substantial gain in attendance, it being the highest 
in six years, which is as far back as my available records go. 
Owing to so much sickness and hard weather this winter, al- 
most perfect attendance from now on will be necessary to ap- 
proach the record of last year. Regular and punctual attend- 
ance at schools count much for efficient school work and the 
creditable standing of a town in educational matters. Par- 
ents can do much to help the cause of attendance. 

Work in music has progressed very favorably, under the 
direction of Miss Hoyt, and I have only words of commenda- 
tion of the policy of the town in providing such a course. 
An original plan in teaching music, especially in the lower 
grades, is being worked out and Miss Hoyt estimates, judg- 
ing from the progress the classes have made so far this year, 
that the beginners will be at least aterm ahead this year in 
tone production, reading and amount of ground covered, 
while the interest is one hundred per cent. greater. 

In regard to school accommodations, Iam of the same 
opinion as noted in my report of last year. The painting of 
the rooms and providing new stoves has made a marked im- 
provement, and, if chances are that the citizens desire the 
present arrangement of school rooms to remain, the out- 
building should be thoroughly repaired, cleaned and painted 
and it would be well if provision were made for apartments 
there for exclusive use of the children. Further than this I 
have no recommendations except such as may be handled di- 
rectly by the Board. 
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I call attention to the statistics which contain a summary 
of data reported to the State Department at close of last 


school year. 
To School Board, teachers and citizens I would express 


appreciation for support and co-operation rendered.

Zo the Citizens of Newington :— 

In accordance with their annual custom, the trustees of 
Langdon Library herewith submit their report for the year 
ending December 31, 1911. 

This year has been a prosperous one for the library. With 
the installation of electric lights, and a card catalogue, and the 
new granolithic walks in place of the gravel ones, Langdon 
Library is keeping abreast of the times, and the citizens of 
Newington may justly feel proud of this institution. 

For some years the need of a card catalogue has been 
felt by trustees and librarian, but realizing that the undertak- 
ing might be too expensive for our resources, we hesitated 
about starting in on the work. This year it seemed possible 
to spare one hundred dollars of our funds for this purpose, so 
it was at first planned to do as much of the work as possible 
with this amount, and leave the rest until some future time ; 
but our kind friend, Mr. Langdon, came to the rescue, and 
through his assistance we were enabled to have satisfactorily 
completed the work, which, without his help, would have 
been hardly more than begun. 

We feel that the work was done in a competent manner, 
as Miss Burroughs, the youug lady who had charge of the 
cataloguing, came to us highly recommended from Simmons 
College, where she had just completed a course of study in 
the Library School. 

The system of cataloguing tneradneedit here is the same as 
that used by the Library of Congress, and is in general use 
throughout the United States. We hope the patrons of the 
library will find the catalogue helpful, and in case the new 
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system of numbering is not clearly understood, Miss Beane 
will be very glad to explain it. 

Our thanks are also due Mr. Langdon for the new walks, 
which are another evidence of his generosity. 

In addition to these gifts, Mr. Langdon has also present- 
ed to the library a set of ten books, known as ‘*The Children’s 
Hour,” which contain some of the best literature of all times, 
adapted to young readers. 

The children of Newington are among the most appre- 
ciative of the library’s patrons, and this fact is a source of 
great satifaction to us, for the library can accomplish no het- 
ter work than to instill a taste for good literature in the minds 
of the young. 

We gratefully acknowledge Mrs. Langdon’s gift of one 
hundred books ; and the eagerness with which they are sought 
for and read shows that they are much appreciated. 

We wish to thank Representative James B. Pickering 
and Mr. Frederick Pickering for their substantial aid toward 
the electric lights, also the other citizens who helped the cause 
by their votes.
